thing truly great can ever appear, for no efforts 
are ever tried. If Alexander, the conqueror 
of the world, overthrew empires in Aſia, it was 
with a view that che report of their fall might:

marble. I was pleaſed, above all, in, contem- 
plating a monument erected to Titus by Tra- 
jan. In quitting this arch you diſcover that 
of Conſtantine, on the right; the Coliſeum 
on the leſt; and the celebrated _ LI, 
ine middle, Be eo W 3 
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\Arſt victory of Conſtantine over Maxentius, | 
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the arts under the reign of that emperor. To 
ornament it, they were reduced to the neceflity 
of ſtripping an arch of Trajan of its bas reliefs. 
What à ſaerllege! I ſoon” turned from this 
arch, and as I went alone calf my eyes on the 
ruins of the Aeta faut, which no longer in- 
vites the paſſenger to reſt by the coclneſs and 
murmuring of its charming waves, once over - 
flowing all around. [I proceeded and, at laſt 
came in ſight of the Coliſœum, Which is, na 
doubt, one of th= moſt wonderful monuments 
of the Roman power under the Cæfars. By 
ts amazing circumference, by the multitude of 
ſtones that compoſe it, by this prodigious union 
of columns of all orders, circularly rifing-one 
above another to ſupport three rows of porticos 3 
by all the dimenſions, in ſhort, of this ſtupen- 
be che work of a nation, which' was the ſoye< 
reign of the univerfe, and the ſlave of an en- 
peror.
